Stolen memories 

Oilers staffer loses four Stanley Cup rings as thieves rob home

A theme of loss and gain 
has defined the Edmonton 
Oilers this week, and for a 
veteran team staffer, his 
immense loss is a 
heartless thief’s gain. 

Rick Elaschulc, a.lc.a Rick 
the Stick, has been an Oil¬ 
ers trainer since the gold¬ 
en years of hockey in Ed¬ 
monton, and has held on 
to four Stanley Cup rings 
ever since. 

“If my house were on 


fire, I’d run in to save those 
rings,” he said yesterday. 
“It’s too late to do that 
now.” 

After returning to his 
118 Avenue home on the 
afternoon of Canada Day, 
he found his fence 
smashed, his door kicked 
in, his house burgled and 
his rings gone. 

He said while he doesn’t 
think his home was target¬ 
ed, thieves “just hit the 
right drawer” and 
snatched the shining re¬ 
minder of his role in the 
glory days. 


“Things come and go. 
The good days are gone, 
but people still like to go 
back to that time — it’s an¬ 
gelic, basically,” he said. 

“When you work with 
the team and go through 
all the series — it’s huge. 
We had Wayne Gretzky — 
I was at his wedding. It was 
a time in Edmonton’s his¬ 
tory that was a big love-in 
for the community.” 

The ’84, ’85, ’87 and ’88 
rings are worth between 
$6,000 to $10,000 each, 
sports memorabilia collec¬ 
tor and trader Bradley 


Foote said. 

“Regardless, he puts a 
lot of value in these,” Foote 
said. 

Stolen collectables have 
landed on his desk over 
the years, he said, adding if 
the rings are hocked, any 
reputable dealer will rec¬ 
ognize a dodgy transac¬ 
tion. 

“You try to be a good 
part of the community, 
and something like this 
happens,” Elaschulc said. 
“It just makes me want to 
get the hell out of this 
area.”

crime Moments after fire¬ 
works lit up the night sky 
over downtown Edmonton 
on the nation’s birthday, 
an argument broke out, 
and soon after, a man was 
dead. 

The 42-year-old victim, 
who has not yet been 
named publicly, was ap¬ 
parently stabbed to death 
on a sidewalk in front of a 
jam-packed bus full of peo¬ 
ple celebrating Canada 
Day. 

The bustling transit stop 
at 100 Street and 100 Av¬ 
enue was the scene of a 
fight turned deadly 10 
minutes before midnight, 
police said. 

EPS Homicide Det. Bill 
Clarke said police are in¬ 
terviewing dozens of wit¬ 
nesses, and the incident 
looks like a cut-and-dried 
fight that took a fatal turn. 

Police have not laid any 
charges in relation to the 
murder. 

“We have some people of 
interest that we’re talking 
to, but we don’t know how 
far their involvement 
goes,” Clark said, adding 
though details are sketchy, 
it’s believed two to four 
people were involved in 
the argument. 

Homicide investigators 
are reviewing security 
camera footage, which 
may reveal how events 
leading up to the slaying 
unfolded. 

An autopsy is scheduled 
for Friday afternoon. The 
man’s death marks Ed¬ 
monton’s 14th homicide of 
2009.

Friends gathered 
Thursday, mourning the 
premature death of a 
young man who lost his 
life in a Strathcona Coun¬ 
ty lake on Canada Day. 

“Today is a horrible day,” 
Kelley Brown said, sur¬ 
rounded by fellow grieving 
friends of 21-year-old 


Casey Crawford. “Everyone 
is in complete shock. I 
mean — it’s Casey. We 
could never have expected 
it.” 

Crawford and a friend 
boarded a canoe around 11 
a.m., on the morning after 
a pre-Canada Day gather¬ 
ing at an Antler Lake 
home. 

The boat never made it 
back to shore. 

A lone 21-year-old man 


swam to safety around 
3:30 p.m., and was treated 
by waiting emergency 
crews, who had been 
searching for the pair for 
two hours. 

Crawford’s body was 


found shortly after 5 p.m. 
in less than two metres of 
water in the middle of the 
small, shallow lake. 

Strathcona County 
RCMP Cpl. Darren Ander¬ 
son said the water was 


calm, and police believe al¬ 
cohol was a factor in the 
accident. 

“That’s the only thing 
we’re certain about at this 
time and don’t know why 
the canoe may have cap¬ 
sized,” he said. “Our 
biggest message is that al¬ 
cohol and boating do not 
mix. It’s equally as danger¬ 
ous as drinking and driv¬ 
ing.” 

Neither man was wear¬ 


ing a life-jacket, Anderson 
said. 

“This is a tragic example 
of what can happen — the 
results are horrific.” 

Brown describes Craw¬ 
ford as a caring, protective 
man, who made fast 
friends with everyone he 
met. 

“People need to know he 
wasn’t some screwed up 
punk. This was a terrible 
accident,” she said.

project Birds of a feather 
band together? Or at the 
very least are banded si¬ 
multaneously. 

There was positive envi¬ 
ronmental news Thursday 
from the Peregrine Web¬ 
cam Project as four pere¬ 
grine falcon chicks were 
identification-banded. 

The four chicks hatched 
early last month in the nest 
box on the roof of the U of 
A’s Clinical Sciences build¬ 
ing. 

“By banding them, the 
transition of the birds from 
captivity to wild birds is 
monitored,” said Gordon 
Court, a biologist with Al¬ 
berta Fish and Wildlife. 

There was only one pro¬ 
ductive pair of the birds in 
1970, now there are 50 to 
60 in Alberta. 

Alberta’s higher popula¬ 
tion is part of a rising na¬ 
tional population, and soon 
the birds could be down- 
listed from being “endan¬ 
gered” to “special concern” 
in Canada. 


Court added that it is ex¬ 
pected that there will be 90- 
100 pairs. 

This rising population is 
partly due to lower levels of 
pesticides such as DDT, 
which was banned in Cana¬ 
da. 

The Clinical Sciences 


building had their first cam¬ 
eras in 2005 for the Pere¬ 
grine Webcam Project, 
which is a joint educational 
campaign by many organi¬ 
zations to help raise aware¬ 
ness about urban wildlife 
and the human impact on 
natural habitats. 


In this habitat, the fe¬ 
male bird, which had the 
chicks, had to fight and kill 
another female for domi¬ 
nance of the nest box. 

However, this doesn’t 
worry Beverly Fullbrandt, 
an “ordinary citizen” who 
is passionate about the 


birds, because this is how 
they naturally reproduce 
and act in the wild. 

“She’s one tough cookie, 
she is the female of all fe¬ 
males,” said Fullbrandt.

More Canadians will be 
out of work in 2014 than 
prior to the recession, even 
if the economy recovers 
quickly and expands at a 
healthy clip for the next 
five years, a prominent 
economist forecast on 
Thursday. 

Canada’s economy ap¬ 
pears set to stop shrinking 
in the third quarter of 2009 
and begin to grow by year- 
end. But consumers and 
businesses should not 
count on recouping the 
losses from three quarters 
of recession for years to 
come, according to a study 
by Dale Orr, an independ-

ent economist and former¬ 
ly one of Canada’s leading 
forecasters at Global In¬ 
sight. 

“Moving from negative to 
positive economic growth is 
a pretty obvious measure of 
recovery. But there’s quite a 


few other perspectives that 
we should be looking at the 
same time and none of 
them are quite as opti¬ 
mistic,” said Orr. 

The report is offered as a 
reality check for markets 
and pundits cheering over 
small signs that recovery is 
on the way. 

Unemployment, one of 
the most important meas¬ 
ures of economic perform¬ 
ance, will peak at 10 per¬ 
cent but won’t fall to 2007 
levels of six per cent, even 
after average annual eco¬ 
nomic growth of 3.4 per 
cent in the 2011-14 period, 
Orr said. reuters

To Fink, it was a 
“brazen state-sponsored re¬ 
cruitment campaign” and 
“glorification of violence 


and war.” 

She said some visitors 
were lined up to try a 
firearm simulator while sol¬ 
diers applied fake military- 
themed tattoos to chil¬ 


dren’s arms and faces. 

“Since when is touting 
our country’s military and 
supporting its occupations 
of other nations the main¬ 
stay of Canada Day celebra¬ 
tions?” Fink asked. 

Fink said people had to 
exit under an archway of 
two giant converging guns, 
and she was embarrassed to 


imagine what tourists were 
thinking. 

“The last time I checked, 
our anthem sings, ‘Our 
home and native land,’ not 
‘Bombs bursting in air.” 

Lt.-Cmdr. Nathalie Garcia 
said the display was part of 
the military’s effort to keep 
the public educated about 
its role.

Thousands of U.S.

Nobel laureate urges Iran probe 



Iranian Nobel Peace 
Prize recipient Shirin 
Ebadi called on UN 
Secretary General Ban Ki- 
Moon Thursday to 
appoint a personal 
envoy to investigate hu¬ 
man rights abuses in 
Iran. 

In a letter also signed by 
the International Federa¬ 


tion for Human Rights 
and the Iranian League for 
the Defence of Human 
Rights, Ebadi asked Ban to 
appoint the envoy to look 
into abuses following 
June’s disputed presiden¬ 
tial election. 

A spokesman for Ban 
said the letter had been 
received by his office. Ban 
currently is on a trip to 
Myanmar in a bid to get 
the military junta there to 
release all political prison¬ 


ers and prepare for credi¬ 
ble elections next year. 

The letter said Ebadi, a 
human rights lawyer, had 
made the request to Ban 
directly in a telephone 
conversation on June 23. 

Ebadi was given the No¬ 
bel Peace Prize in 2003 for 
her efforts to promote 
democracy and human 
rights, in particular the 
rights of women and chil¬ 
dren. 

Action by Iranian securi¬ 


ty forces against demon¬ 
strators who charged that 
the election had been 
rigged in favour of incum¬ 
bent President Mahmoud 
Ahmadinejad drew con¬ 
demnation from Western 
countries and from Ban.

A two-year insurgency in 
Somalia led by al Shabaab 
militants, who have links 
to al-Qaida, has killed 
some 18,000 civilians. 

The report said civilian 
deaths from violence in 
Iraq were still estimated at 
300-800 a month over the

Pet python strangles toddler 


Florida A toddler was 
strangled on Wednesday 
by a 12-foot albino Bur¬ 
mese python that escaped 
from a tank in the girl’s 
home, authorities said. 

The pet’s owner, a 
boyfriend of the child’s 
mother, found the python 
on top of the two-year-old 
in the community of Ox¬ 
ford, about 50 miles north¬ 
west of Orlando. The 
python apparently broke 
free in the night, entered 
the girl’s bedroom and at¬ 


tacked her. 

The owner stabbed the 
snake when he found it on 
the child but she was dead 
when emergency crews ar¬ 
rived, the Orlando Sentinel 
newspaper said. It said he 
was being questioned and 
could face child endanger- 
ment charges. 

Wildlife officials are in¬ 
creasingly concerned 
about the proliferation of 
non-native pythons in 
Florida’s wilderness areas.

Pension plans may not be enough for your retirement

-he storm warnings 

of Canada’s im¬ 
pending pension 
crisis are hard to 
miss. Some 3.5 mil¬ 
lion of us have no work¬ 
place pension plan whatso¬ 
ever. Those who do are en¬ 
rolled in plans that may 
not be able to meet long¬ 
term commitments. 

Not surprisingly, there 
are calls for new public 
pension plans, mandatoiy 
and voluntaiy. The idea is 
to supplement the incomes 
of retirees, whose ranks 
will swell as baby boomers 
flood into retirement. As 
things stand, the outlook is 
grim. According to HSBC 


Insurance, which annually 
surveys the global retire¬ 
ment scene, 83 per cent of 
Canadians have no real 
idea what their retirement 
income will be. 

Even the bedrock of our 
pension system, the Cana¬ 
da Pension Plan, is being 
fine-tuned to reflect grow¬ 
ing stresses. As part of their 
triennial review, the feder¬ 
al and provincial finance 
ministers who oversee the 
CPP decided to further re¬ 
duce the size of benefits 
taken between the ages of 
60 and 65. This change will 
be phased in over five 
years, starting in 2012. 
Conversely, those who wait 
until they’re between the 
ages of 65 and 70 to apply 
for the CPP will get more 
than before. These increas¬ 
es will be phased in over 
three years, starting in 
2011. The intent, clearly, is 
to encourage those who 
can manage it to delay tak¬ 
ing their CPP benefits as

long as possible. 

Also in 2012, the CPP will 
eliminate the work cessa¬ 
tion test, which states you 
either stop working for the 
two-month period when 
benefits start or keep other 
income below $908.75 per 
month, the current maxi¬ 
mum CPP benefit. The aim 
is to provide benefits soon¬ 
er without financial disrup¬ 
tion for those with lower 
incomes. 

Despite recent criticisms 
over its investment per¬ 
formance (the CPP fund’s 
assets dropped 14 per cent 
to $105.5 billion in the lat¬ 
est fiscal year) and the 
bonuses given to managers 
at the CPP Investment 


Board, the CPP is one of the 
pension world’s greatest 
successes. Since reforms 
stabilized the plan in the 
1990s, the CPP has grown 
hugely on the strength of 
an increasingly sophisticat¬ 
ed investment strategy. 
And given the current level 
of contributions, invest¬ 
ment income won’t be 
needed to pay benefits for 
11 years. 

There’s just one catch. 
The CPP is only designed to 
replace about 25 per cent 
of your pre-retirement 
earnings. That means 
you’ll need other income 

— in entitlements like OAS 
and GIS, company pension 
plans, and personal savings 

— to have a comfy old age.

Technology foiling 
smart phone thieves 


Thieves are increasingly 
going after iPhones and 
other “smart phones” but 
victims now can fight back 
with technology.

Police statis¬

Apple’s iPhone have dis¬ 
turbed smart phone users 
concerned about protect¬ 
ing access to email, pass¬ 
words and other data.

A lot 
of the trouble stemmed 
from missed payments on

credit card bills and for 
sales finance purchases of 
items such as furniture.

Richie Hall’s first CFL

However it is a 
good time for expectant 
parents to spend time to¬ 


gether, stock up on some 
sleep, have someone else 
do the cooking and visit 
some sights that will be 


less practical to navigate 
with a baby buggy. 

People have different 
ideas of what they’d like to 
do on their last child-free 
holiday with partner or 
best friend, depending on 
how anxious or adventur¬ 
ous they’re feeling. 

Do you want to lounge 
on a faraway beach, have 
your last crazy adventure 
or splash out on a luxuri¬ 
ous romantic break?

It’s a proven fact that 
Sacha Baron Cohen takes 
few prisoners in his go-for- 
broke quest for laughs. 

The British born enfant 
terrible has made a 
cottage industry out of 
skewering stereotypes, 
adopting personas — like 
Ali G and Borat — and dis¬ 
rupting American ideals 
while milking major 
laughs in the process. 

His new film, the eagerly 
anticipated and much 
hyped Bruno, sees Cohen 
essaying his third most pop¬ 
ular character — the flam¬ 
boyantly gay fashionista — 
setting him loose upon the 
planet’s most pretentious 
catwalks and the back al¬ 
ley’s of conservative society 
to raise all manner of reality 
bending hell. 

It’s a prankish conceit 


that Cohen may have per¬ 
fected but by no means in¬ 
vented. A casual look at pop 
culture history reveals a 
cavalcade of media terror¬ 
ists who delighted in 
pulling the wool over the 
eyes of polite and not-so- 
polite society. 

CANDID CAMERA Though 
the practical joke’s origins 
probably dates back to the 
Stone Age, it was in the 
1940s that a comedian 
named Allen Funt created 
the ABC radio show Candid 
Microphone. 

Every week, Funt and his 
friends would hide a record¬ 
ing device in a covert loca¬ 
tion and trick pundits into 
falling for elaborate fiction¬ 
al gags. Later, when TV 
reared its head, Funt adapt¬ 
ed, creating the long run¬ 
ning and highly influential 
show into Candid Camera. 

FUNNY MEN In the 1970s

controversial comedian 
Andy Kaufman took the 
shticlc to another, more 
avant-garde level in night¬ 
clubs and TV with his 
bizarre “foreign man” and 
Tony Clifton characters. 

In recent history, Johnny 
Knoxville and his Jackass 
crew shocked the world 
with their bizarre and con¬ 
frontational stunts on MTV. 
Ashton Kutcher became a 


cult hero with his star tar¬ 
geting hit series Punlc’d, 
while Montreal’s Just for 
Laughs team produced the 
ever popular Gags show air¬ 
ing regularly on the CBC. 

Even fallen football hero 
O.J. Simpson tried his hand 
at the format with his pay- 
per-view show Juiced. The 
less said about that one, the 
better... 

STING OPERATIONS And, in 
many ways, filmmaker 
Michael Moore, with his 


high-minded agenda pic¬ 
tures, manages to set up his 
victims with elaborate 
“sting” operations just like 
Funt did, though his aim is 
to ignite a dose of outrage 
to accompany a darker 
strain of laughter. 

When the dust settles and 
the smoke clears though, 
it’s Cohen who has truly 
created an art form out of 
the camera prank shticlc 
but how long can he keep it 
up? 

With the Ali G and Borat 


characters already exhaust¬ 
ed, after Bruno, will there 
be anyone alive ignorant 
enough of his legacy 
enough to fool?

Woody Allen as sharp as ever

review Woody Allen has fi¬ 
nally rediscovered his mo- 
jo and pulled off one of his 
best films in years. He’s 
back in New York after a 
couple of soggy Euro trash 
outings, as robust and in¬ 
ventive as he’s ever been. 

And Larry David, as the 
central character and a 
newer model of the master, 
is perfection; Allen appears 
to hand him his mantle. 
Not only does David seam¬ 
lessly sub for Allen but he’s 
hysterical in his own right. 
They’re Hollywood’s 

hottest new couple, and as 
sharp as it gets these days. 

David is Boris Yellnilcoff, 
a younger, sexier malcon¬ 
tent, a scathingly hilarious 
but unforgiving moaner, 
who “sees everything” and 
so is able to break the cine¬ 


matic fourth wall to ad¬ 
dress the audience directly. 
He immediately shares his 
primary belief — that life 
is “whatever works.” 

His cafe friends wonder 
who he’s talking to as he 
delivers his big monologue, 
because they don’t see “us.” 
Don’t worry, Boris tells 
them. “They’re here to see 
me.” And he’s right, David’s 
the draw. He’s the real deal, 
delivering Allen’s dense 
script with zing. 

Boris is a bitter string 
theorist, who was once 
nearly nominated for the 
Nobel Prize. He apparently 
married to “quell the pan¬ 
ic” but that too flopped. 
When he failed at suicide, 
he “moved downtown and 
gave up.” He’s a study in 
contrasts, the life of the 


party and a self-righteous 
hater of people (“inch- 
worms and cretins”). He 
craves isolation but he 
doesn’t find it. 

A Southern teenager 
named Melodie St. Ann Ce- 
lestine (Wood) shows up on 
Boris’ doorstep looking for 
food. He lets her in, against 
eveiything he stands for, 
but starts to feel twinges of 
life rising. He’s a ‘genius’ 
and she’s ‘stupid’, but they 
develop a bond. 

Allen has renewed his ca¬ 
chet in this, his 42nd film. 
He’s back with New York, 
his longest-lasting, truest 
love. The city may be filled 
with inchworms and 
cretins and the occasional 
genius but they are inch- 
worms and cretins and ge¬ 
niuses Allen understands.

ffom Jurassic 
Park’s terrifying T-Rexes to 
the cute and cuddly baby 
dinos of this weekend’s Ice 
Age: The Dawn of the Di¬ 
nosaurs — they are as ver¬ 
satile as they are extinct. 

Just as varied are the 
methods used to bring the 
prehistoric behemoths to 
big screen life. 

The first film dinosaur 
was a pen-and-ink creature 
seen in a fanciful 1908 
British film called Prehis¬ 
toric Man. In it a caveman 
sketch comes alive and 


threatens its creator. The 
artist survives by drawing a 
picture of a dinosaur, which 
also comes to life and eats 
the prehistoric man. 

Another of the original 
celluloid dinosaurs was 
Gertie the Dinosaur. Re¬ 
leased in 1914, the film fea¬ 
tured 10,000 hand-drawn 
images to animate the tan¬ 
go-dancing Apatosaurus. 

After Gertie, pen and ink 
animated dinosaurs re¬ 
mained popular for the 
next seventy years in 
everything from 1915’s 
Stone Age Adventure to 
1988’s Land Before Time. 

The word dinosaur 
means “fearfully-great 
lizard” so it makes sense 
that lizards have frequent¬ 
ly subbed for their van¬ 
ished cousins on celluloid. 

A 1914 film called On 
Moonshine Mountain tried 
to pass off geckos as di¬ 
nosaurs while 1940’s One 
Million B.C. dressed up 
lizards with cardboard fins 
for a more “realistic” di¬ 
nosaur appearance. D.W.

Griffith tried for a more 
menacing look, using an 
alligator dressed up as a di- 
no for his two-reeler Brute 
Force, which described the 
great beasts as “one of the 
perils of prehistoric apart¬ 
ment life.” 

Other methods of craft¬ 
ing on-screen dinos include 
the old “man in a rubber 
suit” trick (pioneered by 
cheapo producer Roger 
Corman in Voyage to the 
Prehistoric Planet but per¬ 
fected by Toho Studios in 
the Godzilla films) and the 
wondrous stop motion ani¬ 
mation of Willis O’Brien 
(The Lost World) and Ray 


Harryhausen (The Beast 
from 20,000 Fathoms) but 
the biggest and baddest 
show biz dinosaurs sprung 
from the mind of Steven 
Spielberg (and the comput¬ 
ers of his animators). 

Even though Jurassic 
Park’s binary code veloci- 
raptors and triceratopses 
weren’t biologically accu¬ 
rate and didn’t exist during 
the Jurassic days (most did¬ 
n’t live until the Cretaceous 
period) they were the loud¬ 
est and proudest dinos the 
movies had ever seen. 

Hundreds of films have 
featured dinosaurs and au¬ 
diences never seem to tire 
of them, but why? 

“Perhaps people’s fasci¬ 
nation with prehistoric life 
has something to do with 
bridging fantasy with reali¬ 
ty,” offers Hariyhausen. 
“They are connected with 
the shadowy key to our 
mysterious origin.”

Hollywood tapping 
into hipster market

hipsters Batten down the 
hatches — the hipsters are 
coming. 

Even as Hollywood stu¬ 
dios increasingly aim at the 
broadest possible audience, 
a few companies are experi¬ 
menting with the opposite 
approach in these summer 
months and beyond: 
They’re making smart, 
quirky movies for a sophis¬ 
ticated young audience. 

The pics are trying to be 
the next Garden State, a 
2004 film that, like other 
hipster pics, can be general¬ 
ly defined as trafficking in 
moody music, casual style 
and characters who are dis¬ 
affected. 

But to succeed, these 
films will need to compete 
in a more difficult market 
than Garden State did only 
five years ago — and do 
even bigger business than 
that picture’s $27 million. 

Perhaps the most promi¬ 
nent example of the form is 
Fox Searchlight’s upcoming 
breakup comedy-drama 
(500) Days of Summer, Marc 
Webb’s subtle, funny an- 
duncharacteristically guy¬ 
centric view of modem ro¬ 
mance. The film opens July 
17 in limited release. 

Starring Joseph Gordon- 
Leavitt as a reflective young 


man and Zooey Deschanel 
as his ethereal, sometimes 
unattainable love interest, 
the movie was one of the 
breakout hits at Sundance 
this year. 

But even by the stan¬ 
dards of Searchlight — 
which with films like Gar¬ 
den State and Juno has ele¬ 
vated hipster marketing to 
an art form — Summer’s 
most appealing aspects are 
moments of quirky, con¬ 
textual comedy and its 
mood of melancholy, not 
exactly the kind of stuff 
that plays well as you dig 
into your popcorn waiting 
for the feature to begin. 


“This movie is particular¬ 
ly challenging to put for¬ 
ward in a 30-second spot or 
even a two-minute trailer,” 
says Fox Searchlight presi¬ 
dent Nancy Utley. 

The specialty division has 
thus staged a remarkably 
prolific screening cam¬ 
paign. Since its Sundance 
premiere, the movie has 
travelled to 28 festivals and 
played 215 word-of-mouth 
screenings. Searchlight also 
staged a six-city giveaway of 
food and other merchan¬ 
dise at retailers, watching as 
Twitter and Facebook fu¬ 
elled the events’ popularity.

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Moby worth the wait 

Abandons market pressures in favour of ‘private music'

When Moby started mak¬ 
ing music, he never antici¬ 
pated his career to last 
more than six months. 

“My dream was of having 
more than 10 people listen 
to the music that I made. 
More than 100 seemed ab¬ 
surd and presumptuous,” 
said the 43-year-old New 
York musician, born 
Richard Melville Hall. 

Twenty-four years later, 
he’s got nine solo albums 
under his belt — and that’s 
outside of earlier band 
stints. Moby’s music has 
bridged the techno, ambi¬ 
ent, electronica and rock 
genres and previous releas¬ 
es have largely shared his 
motivation of creating mu¬ 
sic for the ears of others. 

But on his new release, 
Wait For Me, Moby’s aban¬ 
doned market pressures, 
making what he considers, 
“private music.” 

“It’s music that only real¬ 
ly makes sense listened to 
at home by yourself or with 
one other person,” he said, 
likening it to creations by 
late English singer/song¬ 
writer Nick Drake and con¬ 
temporary Wisconsin folk 
soloist, Bon Iver. 

“When I found myself 
getting more involved in 


that world of commercial, 
mainstream music, half of 
me felt like an anthropolo¬ 
gist because it was just so 
foreign,” he said. “To be at 
an MTV awards show and 
be sitting between Justin 
Timberlake and Ludacris 
... I was like, I’m sure these 
people are nice. I have no 
idea what motivates 
them.” 

What motivates Moby? 
Creation, chiefly, he said. 
He’s careful not to criticize 
the world of commercial 
music, but when it boils 
down to art vs. commerce, 
he hails the prior as superi¬ 
or and indicates there’s a 
problem with compromis¬ 
ing one’s artistic principles 


for the sake of accommo¬ 
dating the marketplace. 

“Life is short, the mar¬ 
ketplace is cheap and art is 
one of those few things 
that actually gives mean¬ 
ing to peoples’ lives. I hate 
to see potentially great 
artists sacrificing their 
principles on the altar of 
commerce,” he said. 

That’s why, to launch his 
first truly independent re¬ 
lease, Moby committed 
what he said a friend of his 
dubs “commercial suicide” 
— releasing the album’s 
frilly instrumental first sin¬ 
gle Shot in the Back of the 
Head, unlikely to be played 
on radio, accompanied by 
a rather dour video illus¬ 


trated and animated by 
nonconforming filmmaker 
David Lynch, even less like¬ 
ly to be seen on television, 
and giving it away for free. 

“The old punk rocker in 
me really likes that,” he 
said, smirking. But even 
though Moby boasts punk 
rock’s anti-establishment 
attitude, such independ¬ 
ence still yields private tri¬ 
als, which he aimed to ad¬ 
dress with Wait For Me. 

“The most challenging 
thing is the human condi¬ 
tion — mortality. We 
might not have signifi¬ 
cance, but we can have the 
solidarity of the fact that 
we’re all experiencing the 
same thing.”

Stir-fried Beef 
with Vegetables 

INGREDIENTS: 

1 lb (500 g) round roast, 
thinly sliced 

2 tbsp (25 ml) oyster sauce 

3 tsp (15 ml) low sodium 
soy sauce 

1/2 tsp (2 ml) sugar 
2 tbsp (25 ml) corn starch 
2 garlic cloves, chopped 

2 tbsp (25 ml) vegetable oil 
1 small onion, cut into 
wedges 

1 small carrot, peeled and 
sliced 

1 red pepper, deseeded 
and sliced 

3 V2 oz (100 g) broccoli, cut 
into florets 

5 fresh baby corn cobs, 
halved lengthways 
1 bunch asparagus, 
trimmed and cut on diago¬ 
nal into 2-in. (5-cm) 
lengths 

1/2 cup (125 ml) water 

METHOD: 

1. Put beef in bowl with 
oyster and soy sauces, sug¬ 
ar, corn starch and garlic. 
Mix and allow to marinate 
15 minutes. 


2. Heat well-seasoned wok 
or large, non-stick frying 
pan over high heat. Add 1 
tbsp (15 ml) oil, then add 
meat and stir-fry 3 
minutes until cooked and 
browned. Remove and 
keep warm. 

3. Clean wok out by 
wiping with paper towel. 
Heat over medium heat 
and add remaining oil. 

Add onion, carrot, pepper 
and broccoli and cook 1 
minute, tossing frequent¬ 
ly. Add corn, asparagus 
and water; return meat to 
wok and cook 1 minute, or 
until sauce has thickened. 
Vegetables should be 
slightly softened but still 
retain their crispness. 
Serve immediately.
